tion of Mr. Taft ty such a crushing and 
overwhelming defeat of his party that 
it will be apparent that Mr. Taft can- 
not be re-elected.” 

This was the statement made tonight 
by Elihu Root, United States Senator, 
in a speech at Manhattan Casino. 

Mr. Root addressed himself particu- 
larly to those Republicans who might 
stand willing to vote against the Re- 
publican gubernatorial candidate for 
the sake of rebuking Theodore Roose- 
velt. He declared that Republican de- 
feat in the State this fall would be even 
more of a blow to the national admin- 
istration than to Col. Roosevelt. 

MORE RADICAL LEADERS. 

In fact, he said, a Democratic victory 
in New York would more likely turn 
the next national convention away from 
a national administration which could 
not hold its party together, and toward 
Mr. Roosevelt, or “to one of the far 
more radical leaders now looming up 
on the political horizon in the North 
and Middle West.” 

Contrary to some expectations, Sena- 
tor Root brought no direct pledge from 
Col. Roosevelt regarding his attitude 
toward the nomination in 1912.

LINCOLN (Neb.) Oct 28.--Bert M. 
Taylor, of Minden, was hanged at the 
State Penitentiary here today for the
